*1t is true the existiog conditions prodnce
the samo lumber rates. It is equally troe
the commervinl exigencies are as strong on
nll, and stronger in somn of the above In-
stnnees oited for the application of the spme
dites o Omalin a8 the othor Mississippr and
Missouri river cities enjoying St.  Louls
group rates. It must be admitied (other-
wise wo would have no contention) distance
is not a determiniug factor in making rates,
and that thoy are based lurgely on commer-
cinl necessitica, * = «

“The table of distances cited shows that
Omaha, on o geveral averagoe, Is fully as
near to Fort Worth, Galveston and El Paso
ns St Louis—considerably neaver than
Davenport, Moline, Rock Island, Foyt Muadi-
son, ete., and very mugh nearer than Chi-
cupo, Cincinnatl and Milwaukeo, If, there-
fore, your tartffs wore mude on the plan of
eaunl rutes for equal aistances it 1s evident
that Omaha would ba on the snme basis
as St Louls and lower than the other cities
numed in proportion to their respective mile-
0o,

“In nddition to the favorable position we
occupy in point of distance wo clmim thut
waare also entitled to the rates for which
we ask by reason of commercinl necessitios,
which are now more potent fuctors than
distance in the adjustment of vates and dif-
ferentinls, In discussing conunercial condi-
tions we must in some jnstances make our
comparvisous of cost with other clitivs than
SEoLouis, beenuse such markets are Omnh's
ronl competitors in the commotities come-
purad,  This, however, should not affect oug
general avgument, inasmuch as these vari-
ous cities alvoady have ns low or lowop
viltes than St Louls, nnd wo seek only the
same reconition,

HOW PACKERS (ARE AFFECTED,

“In pueking houso products St Louls
packers have about abandoned Texns tride,
excopt on n fow speciultios, thus leaving
that tleld to Kansas Clty aud South Omaha,
Anexamination of the private records of
the actunl  purchases made by the two
largest pnokers of hogs in Kansas City and
South Omahn, who buy nourly  one-hatf the
entire receipts, shows the fol owing resulis;

)o obtained from puy other source, Wo
wish to call special attention to the met
that the hog products which go w the south,
southeust and southwest are muado from
heavy packing hogs, such as constituted
most of the puichases covered by the nbove
vomparative statoments. We submit that
the prices of light welght hogs bought for
shipment to oastern points, or by locs)
packors who chietly moake high-prived ox
port goods, have no bearving whatever In the
adjustment of vates on products made from
an eéntively differvot grade of anfmuls,

NEEDS NO FAVORITISEM
“Hurely this advanlege iu cosl sbould en-

ablo Knnsna Clty to succossfully compete
with Omatia without any favoritiam in rates
of feeight. Omaha's hog supply territory is
comparatively limited, On the north she ¢an
only go half way to Slonx City, or any fifty
miles, Erom the enst very few hogs have
come 1o us since the interstate commerce de-
clsfon of Lwo or three yeiars ago, making
fgunl rates on hogs and packing house pro-
ducts from the Missouri river enstwnnl. On
the wost and southwest, in what should be
our local torritory, Kansas City is grantod
equnl rates for nearly doublo our distance,
and thus deaws a portion of the stock which
is nuturally teibutary to our markoet
Omaha, on the other hand, cannot go into
Kansas ity locnl territory and get live
stoolt without paving a higher tariff. Dur-
Ing yoears of lurge hog crops, low  prices and
light competition Omaha hns secured the
nocesanry quantity of hogs at a trifle lower
than Kansas City, but with the short drops
of the past one and one-half yoars and with
the limited country from which to draw,
mympotition Tn Omiaha has been  more active
tnan in Kinsas City, and hence the inerensed
cost above mentioned,

SWe bog to eite two nddittonal [Hustrations
of the compiarative troatiment accorded
Omunha nnd Kansas City by tho railways,
Both eition bave the samo ratos to and
feom Cheyenne aud Trinidad, the distance
in the former cise belog  In favor of Omihia
and in the lntter favorablo to Kansas City.
If we go buyond Cheyenne, to Utah, Mon-
tinn, ete, Kansas Cluy still bas the Omahas
il but if Omahs wishes to snip produicts
to oF deaw supplies from tervitory beyond
Teinidad, say Now  Mexico, Arvizona, [l
Paso and O3 Moxieo, she must pay a heavy
differentinl over Kansas City competitors.,
Again, Kanaas Clity ean ship north through
Omahit to St Paul nvahout the Suime rites,
and o Monthnn nb exuactly the same as
Crminhia, If Omalin ships south over thoe
mie rills niid distance Kiunans
Clity uses to  como narth pays
from ¢ to 20¢ more per 100 pound,

SA mntiar of the eroatesvimportines to
South Omaha pacicers s to secare during
the spring and earcly summor o supply of
range of canning eattle from thoe southwest,
which nt that senson cunnot be obtalned
elsewhore,  These come into marker prior
to thoso from western and northern rianches
and are pbsolutely wpecessary Lo enible oue
prugkers to dontinue thelr oporations without
Intermission throughout the year, ‘I'wo
yedrs ago an Omaha committee appoared be-
